To start off with, I'm absolutely delighted with the response there | 
has been to the SCCS. When I was first planning the society, I was worr- >| 


ied what number of responses to my announcement I'd need to go ahead with 
the SCCS. That number was set at 25! With a response of nearly ten times 
that number, I need not have worried. Still, the souvenir card hobby was 
dwindling on the vine not long ago. This was the direct result of several 
factors; the one and a half year hiatus in the issuance of BEP souvenir ca- 
rds in 1978-79, the lack of articles in the philatelic and numismatic liter- 
ature on souvenir cards, and the absence of a souvenir card society. Finally 
the BEP started to crank out cards again. More articles on cards started 

to appear in the press. Now we have banded together to form the SCCS. 

The card market has very definitely perked up. Many of our charter 
members stated that they have just begun to collect souvenir cards. More 
and more ads are appearing in the press selling souvenir cards. Numisma- 
tists are beginning to buy cards in ever increasing numbers due to the 
many BEP and American Bank Note numismatie cards being issued. It never 
ceases to amaze me how the UN can sell out 325,000 souvenir cards in one 
day. I recently attended the excellent MILCOPEX 81 show and was pleased 
to find that a considerable number of dealers had cards for sale. This was 
very refreshing after five years of going around the booths asking for cards 
and having the dealers look at me as if I were nuts. Of course, there are 
still those dealers that will get rid of their common cards for 25¢ each. 

One dealer at MELGOPEX bought a collection of cards filling three White Ace 
binders. By the second day of the show, he had sold 80% of those cards! 
You can be sure those cards did not sell at 25¢ each. 

Obviously, we have a long way to go. With an estimate of 5,000-15,000 
souvenir card collectors minimum, the 200+ SCCS members has just scratched 
the surface. Our members have to recruit new members. We need to write 
more articles not only for the SCJ but for the philatelic and numismatic 
press as well. Dealers need to be more bold in advertising their cards in 
the press using more illustrations. It would be nice to see more cards in 
exhibits even though they are ignored by the stuffy philatelic purists who 
consider anything beyond a definitive stamp as "“pseudopostal." Hopefully, 
the SCCS will do much to promote souvenir cards acceptance in philatelic 
and numismatic circles. The society can do little without your help. 

Many thanks to Don Hitchcox for his moral support, advice, articles, and 
fine lettering without which this journal would not be possible. Thanks 

also to Herb Meisels and Mike Armus for agreeing to do columns for the SCJ. 
Without these columnists, I never would have undertaken starting the SCCS. 
Lastly, I'd like to thank Linn's, Stamps, Bank Note Reporter, Essay Proof 
Society, Mike Armus, Mike Konnick, and Russell Bell for announcing the L 
formation of the SCCS in their publications and newsletters.

FORERUNNER FORUM 


BY CURTIS D. RADFORD 





What is a souvenir card? How do souvenir cards, post cards, and maxim cards differ? what is a 
“forerunner"souvenir card? What is an“official souvenir card? These are all questions that plague 
the s.c. collector. This article will attempt to answer these questions. Souvenir cards, post cards, 
and maxim cards have three common denominators: 1) they are momentos or souvenirs of a particular oc- 
casion, exposition, exhibition, person, place, etc.. 2) they are often examples of the finest printer's 
and or engraver's art at that time. 3) they are printed on high quality card-paper. Here is where 
the similarities stop. 

A souvenir card is a souvenir as described above which may commemorate philatelic or numismatic 
exhibitions, Presidential inaugurals or memorials, people, significant anniversaries or what have you. 
Vhe distinguishing character of a souvenir card is that its only purpose is to be a souvenir. They 
are not postally valid nor are they intended for postal correspondence or any other use. This, obvious- 
ly does not mean that a postal administration cannot produce them. Indeed, a souvenir card is consider- 
ed “official” if it is printed by a printing firm that produces stamps and other postal products for a 
postal administration such as the USPS or the UNPA. 

The major source of "official" souvenir cards is the Bureau of Engraving & Printing(BEP) in Wash- 
ington, D.C.. The BEP has had an “official” souvenir card program since 1969 with the issuance of the 
SANDIPEX card. Prior to this, the Bureau had issued several other cards which are also considered 
“official” beginning with Scott #1, the National Philatelic Museum card of 1954. It is very exigent to 
note that the BEP and other firms have produced many unlisted souvenir cards from the 1860's to the pre- 
sent which are known “forerunners.” These “forerunners” can be considered every bit as “official” as 
the pre-SANDIPEX car: listed in Scott's Catelogue. The reason for this is that they all produced 
by the BEP or other firms that have printed US stamps over the years. Hence, “forerunners” and “official 
souvenir cards are not mutually exclusive as many believe. 

Another source of souvenir cards is the American Bank Note Company of New York(ABNCo.) and its pri 
decessor companies. Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, a ABNCo predecessor, produced the first two US post- 
age stamps. In addition, the ABNCo produced the magnificent 1893 Columbian stamps for the USPOD and it 
continues to make stamps and other products for the USPS. Today, the ABNCo produces high quality souv. 
cards for various philatelic & numismatic events along with the USPS Comm. Panels. Like the BEP, the 
ABNCo & her predecessors have produced “forerunner” souvenir cards at least since the 1860's. Since th 
ABNCo produces stamps etc., for the USPS, the souvenir cards printed by this firm are just as “offici: 
as those produced by the BEP. I cannot understand why Scott,s and many dealers consider the ABNCo car: 
“unofficial.” This would make as much sense as Scott's listing only BEP produced stamps in its US spec- 
jialized cateloguel a 

Post cards are very similar to souvenir cards. As can be seen in their name, however, post cards’, 
are intended for postal use. Indeed, many post cards tmve been prepared by postal agenci which are 
postally valid. Hence, post cards are not and cannot be considered souvenir cards. Souvenir post cards 
have been printed which are easily confused with souvenir cards. Such post cards can easily be differ- 
entiated from a true souvenir card. They often have evidence of postal use, are postally valid, and have 
space on the back with printed lines or blank spaces where the message and address are to be recorded, 
The first post cards were the souvenir post cards printed up for the 1893 Columbian ee od by Gold- 
smith. Around the turn of the century, post cards began to become popular and were printed by the mill- 
ions. A common misperception about post cards is that they are the predecessor of the souvenir card. 
Nothing could be furthur from the truth! As we have seen in this article, souvenir cards pre-date post 
cards by at least 30-40 years. 

Maxim cards are simply an offspring of the post card. Although I am not an expert on or a collector 
of maxim cards, I can state that they cannot be classified as souvenir cards. Maxim cards are large 
scale portraits or reproductions of postage stamps on post cards. The back side of a maxim card has the 
familiar printed lines and blank spaces for the stamp, address, and message which are the trade mark of 
the post card, Maxim cards are often printed up for various postal administrations and are issued at 
philatelic exhibitions. , # = ty mpg teraniitatal:

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SOUVENIR CARD ERRATUM 4

For the initial article on this subject I want to state at the outset that souvenir card 
errors, freaks, oddities, varieties, or whatever you prefer to call them seem to be in a 
constant turmoil. Any list purporting to be a definitive list of all existing cards can be 
guaranteed to be obsolete almost as soon as it is published. liew discoveries seem to sur- 
face constantly, even for some of the earliest cards. This can affect the collector of such 
items in one of two ways. He, or she can throw up their hands in resignation with the feel- 
ing that they can never attain near completion, or they can experience the zest in the 
pursuit of a constantly expanding horizon. 

whatever category you think fits you it is my hope that you find further comments by me to 
be of interest to you, and, if you should disagree with some of my conclusions, I would 
appreciate hearing from you. 

Getting down to specifics we will start off by illustrating two spectacular errors;

On the HAFNIA 76 card it is apparent that the vignette of the rranklin 1851 one cent issue 
is missing. Inquiry to, and subsequent answer from the 3.8.P. elicited the following answer: 


“Your card has been examined by our research personnel and it was determined that the 
missing print resulted from the absence of ink on the die when it went thru the press. 
Another likely possibility is that two sheets went thru the press at the same time, 
since your card has some offset on the back. We cannot, however, confirm either of 


these possibilities with any degree of certainty since the end result would probably 
be the samee" 


I might add that the die impression for the Franklin vimette is clearly visible, although 
not as distinct as on other cards with a similar error. Usually such card errors lacking 
any die impression at all tend to be in the minority. 

The Bruns catalog of U.S. Souvenir Cards states that five cards, such as this one, were 


detected in October, 1976, which prompted the U.S.P.S. to order a visual examination of all 
remaining cards. 


At this time it is not known how many other such cards exist. 


On the SAN MARINO 77 card you will note that the vignette for the 10 cent 1847 Washington 
issue is missing. Again, inquiry to the 5..P. resulted in the following reply; 


"This issue of souvenir cards was produced by a combination of the offset lithographic 
and intaglio printing processes. The title, legend, and facsimile of the San Marino 
stamp was printed in a single pass through a two-color offset press. The 5 cent Ben- 
jamin Franklin and 10 cent George Washington stamps were printed in separate passes 
through a single color intaglio press. In this case, it appears that two cards 
simultaneously passed through the press printing the George Washington stamp, with 
the top card receiving the inked impression, and the bottom card remaining blank." 
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Here again I add that the die impression for the Washington stamp is visible, but not dis- 
tinct, except for the two X's in the lower left and right hand corners, The impression of 
these is very distinct. 

It is not known how many other such cards exist. 

If this column on this subject should generate sufficient interest among the Journal's 
readers it is my intention to show an up-to-date list of errors and varieties from time 
to time. To facilitate the accuracy of this list, any items you feel might not be known 
to those members interested in this offshoot of the hobby should therefore contact me at 
2614 Coffey Lane, Santa Rosa, Sa.

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SURVEYING THE UN SCENE 


By Mike Armus 

I will take it for granted that all charter members of the SCCS have an 
avid interest in souvenir cards and, therefore, are knowledgeable regarding 
Souvenir card fundamentals. However, I realize that many of you are US BEP 
card collectors and may not be aware of some of the basics regarding the cards 
produced by the UNPA. +4 

Each year, since 1972, the United Nations Postal Administration, located 
at UN headquarters, NYC 10017, has produced two commemorative souvenir cards. 
The cards are printed in limited quantities, averaging 150,000 to 350,000 
cards per issue. These are available in person or by mail directly from the 
UNPA for a duration of three months after issue date unless sold out previous- 
ly. They ean be purchased mint, FDC NY, FDC Geneva, and FDC Vienna. The 
price is one dollar plus the face value of the stamp used in cancelling the 
card. Note that I said stamp in the singular. S. cards with complete sets 
FD cancelled are not produced by the UNPA; they are made up with the low 
value ONLY of a set and surprisingly have gained collector acceptance in this 
unusual form. Many specialists will personally purchase the complete sets 
pictured on the cards and have them tied to the card with the FD hand cancel. 
I think the reason that partial sets FD cancelled is acceptable because we are 
collecting the S. cards and not the stamps! 

The first S. card the World Health Organization “WHO" card, was sold over 
the counter and by mail, ONLY in mint condition. So... very few exist FDC NY, 
and even fewer exist FDC Geneva or dual cancelled in NY & Geneva. Starting 
with the second card, "Art," through the 16th card, “Ct. of Justice," NY & Gen- 
eva FDC were sold by the UNPA along with the mint cards. Beginning with the 
17th card, "Decade for Women," FDC from Vienna were also available on the cards. 
It is interesting to note that the UNPA Vienna was officially opened when the 
16th S. card was placed on sale but because no Vienna Ct. of Justice stamps 
were issued, the UNPA was not able to offer this card FDC in Vienna. A few 
collectors & dealers cancelled the card with UN Vienna definitive stamps FD. 
These cards have since become collector's items. 

To date, there has been a total of 19 S. cards and the UNPA plans to con- 
tinue issuing 2 cards a year, so it is relatively inexpensive to collect UN 
S. cards... unless you become a specialisti!! and I assume that many of you 
are. In this, my first column, I planned not to look closely at specialty S. 
cards but future articles will cover the following and more:

SOUVENIR CARDS-THE LAST FRONTIER 


BY HERB MEISELS 


: Some forty odd years ago when | started collecting stamps it was quite possible to be a 
general collector. Most countries definitives were used for a generation ,few commemoratives 
were issued, the hysteria regarding never hinged was unheard of face value of the stamps 
was reasonable , and so called "investors" and speculators were not visable . All that has 
changed . | would venture an educated guess that $20,000 per year is needed today to buy 
new issues consisting of definitives ,commemoratives souvenir sheets ,imperforatives and limited 
edition proofs that are now part of the new issue game. Most philatelists avoid this problem 
by specializing. They pick a country or a topic and all is rosy until they compete with the 
"Investor" for stamps that are on every dealers’ Buy List. One answer is to live within one's 

| income and wait for attractive buys to fill those difficult spaces. While waiting one can form 
an auxillary collection in a field where investor pressure hasn't forced prices to the moon. 
Souvenir Cards are such a field. 


What is a Souvenir Card ? According to James Conlon, former Director of the United States 
Bureau of Engraving And Printing a Souvenir Card is an example of a proof quality engraving of 
the state of the art at the BEP at the time each card is issued. Although the BEP has printed 
Souvenir Cards from 1870 most were not available to the general public. The exception is 
the series honoring the Presidents of the United States which have been on continous sale 
; at the BEP since the turn of the century. These cards are also on sale whenever the BEP 
attends a Philatelic or Numismatic Exhibition. As the plates wear out designs are changed ink & 
~ paper variefies become available, and size varieties become available. Last fall the BEP issued 
a card for former Pres.Corter and a Pres. Reagan card is now being designed. . a price list is 
available from the Bureau of Engraving & Printing, Offices Services Branch, Washington ,DC 
for a stamped *10 Envelope (Self Addressed). Current price for the small presidential series 
is $2.00 per card. 
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The Pres. Garfield Memorial Card is an example of a card distributed to Senators ,Congress~ 
men,Judges,government officials ,v.iep. 's at the time of the memorialaddress. Two cards 
were issued at the Centennial Exposition of 1876 in Philadelphia and details are lacking 

as to how they were distributed. The modern era began with the BEP's printing of the Philatelic 
Truck Souvenir Sheets in 1939,the Philatelic Museum Card of 1954 (i.e. Scott #1, just about 
the scarcest card to get as only 200 were issued) and the Barcelona Card of 1960 (distributed 
by the U S Post Office in Spain). The United States Post Office allowed Charles W. Goldsmith 
to issue 56 souvenir cards for the 1893 Chicago World"s Fair (Illustration #1 shows * 6 of 

Series #1), These were lithographed on the back of the current 1893 postal card with the vignette 
of Pres. Grant. Since private post cards were not permitted in the mails until 1898,post office 
permission was required to produce these cards . | believe these were sold at the Fair for 5 cents. 
These cards were purchased by the thousands who attended the Fair and in my opinion represent 
the first official USPS Souvenir Cards. Today they are usually obtainable at Auctions or at Post 
Card Shows. They are most desirable cancelled at the Chicago World's Fair in 1893. 

A matching one cent (#230 domestic rate for the front of the card) or two cents (paid in combina- 
tion with the post card rate on the back to foreign countries ) enhances it's value.

The United States Postal Service currently issues two to three cards per year. In 1980 ’ 
they were represented at shows in LONDON, OSLO , and ESSEN. This spring we should 

have a souvenir card for Austria. The BEP has five cards planned for 1981 and the U.N. 

will issue its customary two this year. The American Bank Note Company will have two 

issues in 81 (they are considered quasi-official since they on occasion print US stamps). In 

addition usually two or three Official Foreign Cards are issued each year. The USSR occasionally 

issues a National Card but most of the issues from the Soviet Union are regional issues by 

governments equivalent fo our states. Since we don't have the flood of new issues the prevade 

the stamp world one can enter the hobby with a moderate budget.

To date Brazil ,Sweden, Norway , Denmark ,Belgium ,Germany , Austria Hungary , USSR , China, 
Chile,France Italy, India have issued Souvenir Cards . These cards differ from Souvenir 
Sheets in as much as they have no postal value . 


The earliest foreign souvenir card that | have come accross in my research is the one issued in 
France in 1896 for the Visit of the Czar of Russia to Paris . (Illustration #2) 

The example shown was cancelled in Paris on the day the card was issued ,which was also the 
the first day of the visit. | would be pleased to hear from others who have early foreign souvenir 
cards in their collections. 





HOW COME? 


BY D.W. HITCHCOX 


The U.N. “Paris Art card" which was issued 33 years ago in a reported quantity of 10,000 
is still being pushed by dealers as a scarce item? Could it be that there really were a 
lot more than 10,000 issued?

Scott's 1981 catalog values the No. 1 card at $625 when the last ones sold at auction a 
year ago for $1,065 - $1,100? 


Most souvenir card entries in philatelic shows are thrown into the broad "United States" 
entry category in which there is virtually no chance of ever coming up a winner? 


Scott's catalog lists No. 48 Bicentennial Expo (U.S.P.S.) but ignores listing the Bicent. 
Expo (B.sE.P)? 
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REVIEWING THE MARKET 
BY HERB MEISELS 

1980 was a strong year for United States Souvenir Cards; perhaps the best since the 
boom and bust days of the early seventies. Because the Bureau of Engraving And 
Printing did not issue any souvenir cards between June 1978 and February 1980 
many collectors left the field feeling there was too little activity to hold their 
interest. In 1980 the B.E.P. issued five cards(i.e. ANA 80, International Paper 
Money Show 80, NAPEX 80, Visitors'Center *1, and Stamp Festival 80) and five 
cards are tentatively scheduled for 1981. They are as follows: 


STAMP EXPO 81 (March) _BEP Visitors'Center -Numismatic (April) MEMPHIS 81 
(june) ANA 81 (July) and a card for either Stamp Festival 81 or ASDA 81 (both 
shows are in the Fall of 81). 


The reentry of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing along with seven 1980 cards 
from the United Nations, United States Postal Service, and the American Bank Note 
Company (considered quasi-official since they on occasion print US Stamps) has 
resulted in strong selling activity. Both 1980 UN Cards sold out the first day of 
sale. The current UN Card (Disabled Persons) has a printing of 325,000 and it will 
be interesting to see how sales go. If the trend continues during a period of economic 
recession (Many New York Dealers interviewed have complained of poor January 

and February Sales) it would indicate a strong 1981 Souvenir Card Market. 


Two salient factors have helped the Souvenir Card field in 1980. First H.E.Harris 
Wholesale Division offered their inventory surplus at attractive prices to ASDA 
Members. Some of these dealers who purchased from this offering did not previously 
sell cards and hence will add new collectors to the field . One method I've noticed 

is to offer topicals. Few collectors can afford a C13-15 Zep Set. Just about any- 
one can afford a 1971 BEP Souvenir Card with vignette proofs of C13 C14 & C15. 
Current price about $4.00 (Compared with about $5000.00 for the mint stamps). 

For those interested in statistics 61,000 Zep Stamp Sets were issued (on sale 2 1/2 
months) while 94,000 Zep Cards were issued (on sale 12 months). Why the difference 
in price: Marketability | The second factor has been strong European Sales of USPS 
Souvenir Cards by the USPS European Agent (Sieger). A Japanese Agent was recently 
appointed. As additional agents are appointed World-Wide distribution will create 
demand for the earlier issues. At this juncture the American Numismatic Issues have 
been the best investment possibilities. | reccomend two (I have none of either in stock) 
FRESNO 1969 (Brookman $435.00) 

ANA 1970 (Brookman $110.00)
